Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 6, Line 21 , it is not clear whether the applicant is deleting the heading that 
are in the brackets or not, since the printer will remove whatever is in the brackets. 

Page 9, Lines 19-20, it is not clear whether the applicant is deleting the heading 
that are in the brackets or not, since the printer will remove whatever is in the brackets. 

Page 12, Lines 3-4, it is not clear whether the applicant is deleting the heading 
that are in the brackets or not, since the printer will remove whatever is in the brackets. 
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Page 13, Lines 6-7. it is not clear whether the applicant is deleting the heading 
that are in the brackets or not, since the printer will remove whatever is in the brackets. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. Examiner suggests that the 
title to-be changed to "EFFECTS OF PREFETCHING ON I/O REQUESTS IN AN 
INFORMATION PROCESSING SYSTEM".
